Royal approval 
at new academy 

PRINCE Philip met staff and pupils as 
he took a tour of Tipton’s new £35 million 
RSAAcademy. 

His Royal Highness spent time talking to children 
as he went into lessons with the West Midlands Lord 
Lieutenant Paul Sabapathy. 

As he visited the technology suite, he asked 15- 
year-old Luke Burgess, about the miniature storage 
unit he was designing on the computer with help 
from teacher Chris Smith. Luke said: “It was great 
for Prince Philip to show an interest in my project.” 

The prince also met with budding DJs trialling a 
new school radio system, listened to a school choir 
practice and saw a biology lesson. 

He spoke to the school’s post-16 pupils about their 
ambitions and recent school trips abroad to forums 
discussing global issues such as tackling the water 
shortage in Africa. Charlotte Kennell, 16, who had 
travelled to Canada, added: “It’s amazing that some¬ 
body so important finds the time and wants to ask 
you about your life and what you want to do with it.” 

Principal Mick Gernon said: “We were absolutely 
delighted Prince Philip agreed to come open our 
academy building. Since visiting the old building he 
is coming to see the progress we have made.” 

The RSA Academy replaces Willingsworth High 
School and has 1,100 pupils. It is sponsored by The 
Royal Society for the encouragement of Arts, Manu¬ 
factures and Commerce (RSA). Matthew Taylor, 
chief executive of the RSA, said: “It’s the second visit 
in three years and it just shows with such a lot to do 
that he is a big supporter of the innovations the 
academy is making. We see the school as a model for 
changing relationships with other schools and can 
help turn around other schools.”

Bogus cop could 
be sent to prison 

A BOGUS policeman fitted blue lights to his Ford 
Focus and pulled drivers over after failing to get a job 
in the force, a court heard. Daniel Bunce, aged 20, 
from Tipton, is facing jail after a judge told him 
impersonating a policeman was “very serious”. 

He bought the lights after his application to get a 
legitimate job in the police was turned down. He was 
also spotted using them to beat traffic jams, Warley 
Magistrates Court heard on Monday. Mr Peter Love, 
prosecuting, described it as a “bizarre case”. He said 
Bunce was a former security guard now out of work. 

In interview, Bunce, of Beech Crescent, said he 
had pulled people over a number of times. He admit¬ 
ted one charge of impersonating a special constable 
or a member of a police force. 

Mr Gerard Brady, defending, said: “He has always 
wanted to be a policeman. He applied for the job but 
did not get it.” 

The case was adjourned for reports. Bunce is due 
to appear in court again on January 4. 


Keanu Jones, of Dudley Road, 
West Bromwich, had been 
running after his sister Mareece 
Stanley, 10, along New Cross 
Street, Tipton, when the accident 
happened.

Mrs Jones said he 
could have been seriously 
hurt. 

She said: “With it being 
dark he hadn’t seen the 
hole. He was crying his 
eyes out. He had 
scrapped his back and 
shoulders and was quite 
sore. It’s just terrible. 

“There was another 
drain nearby also with 
the cover missing.”

Missing man found shot dead 



Leon Corey Robinson 


A MURDER investigation 
has been launched following 
the death of a man, found 
shot in a disused Smethwick 
factory. 

The victim is understood to be 
33-year-old Leon Corey Robin¬ 
son. He had been missing from 
his home in Rubery, Birming¬ 
ham, since November 7, with his 
family publicly appealing for 
help to find him. 

Police released a picture of Mr 
Robinson, known as Bucky, on 
November 13. 

Speaking at the time, his 
mother Vivette Robinson said: 


“It’s completely out of character 
for him not to get in touch with 
his family and friends, or for him 
to just vanish like this. We are all 
very worried about him. ” 

Mr Robinson’s body was found 
at the building in Foundry Lane 
last Thursday at around 11am. 

Roads around the area were 
cordoned off following the discov¬ 
ery, and Foundry Lane at the 
junction of Rabone Lane was 
closed until Friday afternoon. 

Pavements 

Fingertip searches were 
carried out in streets around the 
unit where the body was found. 


Officers examined drains, 
gutters and pavements in streets 
around Foundry Lane, after a 
member of the public alerted offi¬ 
cers after finding the body. 

The industrial areas of 
Foundry Lane, Rabone Lane and 
Woodburn Road were all exam¬ 
ined and door-to-door inquiries 
were carried out. 

A post mortem was carried out 
on Friday.

Care homes 
sell-off gets 
the go-ahead 

PLANS to sell off three of the sites of four former 
care homes closed by Sandwell Council two years 
ago have been backed by councillors at a meeting 
held behind closed doors. 

All four homes were demolished last year. 

Now sites in Rowley 
Regis, West Bromwich and 
Oldbury will be put up for 
sale on the open market. A 
fourth site in Wednesbury is 
earmarked for redevelop¬ 
ment as a health centre. 

It is hoped the sales will 
rake in millions for the 
council. 

Bromford House in West 
Bromwich, Kingsbury 
Resource Centre in Wednes¬ 
bury, Birchfield Residential 
House in Oldbury and 
Knowle Resource Centre in 
Rowley Regis all closed 
their doors in 2008. 

The council shut them as 
part of a “modernisation 
programme”, with around 
100 pensioners moved out. 

At a meeting behind 
closed doors at Sandwell 
Council House last week, 
recommendations to declare 
sites at Moor Street, West 
Bromwich, Wolverley Cres¬ 
cent, Oldbury and Harvest 
Road, Rowley Regis, 
surplus t were passed. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell’s jobs and 
economy boss said: “We 
have agreed for the disposal 
of the sites which will go up 
for sale on the open 
market.” 

The council is consulting 
on plans to close four more 
homes, leaving one local 
authority care home in the 
borough. 


Schools 
join up 
as trust 

WEDNESBURY schools 
are set to join forces to 
become the Black Country’s 
first Learning Trust, in a bid 
to improve education in the 
town. 

Eight schools from the 
Wednesbury area are 
joining forces, in the belief 
that by buying goods and 
services together they can a 
better price and set aside 
more cash to spend on chil¬ 
dren’s education. A joint 
meeting of the governing 
bodies of the schools agreed 
to publish statutory propos¬ 
als for a Mutual Co-opera¬ 
tive Trust. 

Their aim is for the trust 
— to be called the Wednes¬ 
bury Learning Community 
Trust—to come into being on 
March 31, next year. 

The schools involved are 
Albert Pritchard Infant and 
Wood Green Junior Federa¬ 
tion, Harvills Hawthorn 
Primary, Holyhead 

Primary, Moorlands 

Primary, Old Park Primary, 
Park Hill Primary and 
Tameside Primary.

education boss Bob Badham 
apologised to the 200 gath¬ 
ered on the steps of the 
council house in Oldbury, 
telling them: “I am really 
sorry about some of the deci¬ 
sions we are having to 
make.” 

Those to lose their jobs 
include staff working in 
children’s social care, the 
youth offending team, 
primary and secondary 
school consultants, Connex¬ 
ions staff — who work with 
teens - and other support 
posts. 

It emerged on Friday that 
a £13.4 million black hole 
has opened in Sandwell 
Council’s children and fami¬ 
lies service as a result of 
Government cuts and lost 
grants. 

Lost or axed grants alone 
will see £8.6 million taken 
from the budget under the 
Government’s Comprehen¬ 
sive Spending Review. 

Difficult 

Speaking after the 
meeting, Councillor 

Badham added: “I felt I had 
to speak to the staff to 
explain to them what the 
situation was. 

“I am sorry for what is 
happening but we have no 
choice. At the end of the day 
the plans to lose the jobs 
went through. 

“When you have £13.4 
million taken from your 
budget almost instanta¬ 
neously — there are difficult 
decisions to make.” 

Brian Rickers, 

spokesman for Unite the 
union, said: “We feel these 
cuts are too much, too quick 
and far too radical. 

“They will cripple com¬ 
munities. 

“Councillor Badham can 
apologise as much as he 
wants, but it doesn’t change 
anything. These staff will 
still lose these jobs. 

“We will keep fighting 
and keep protesting.” 


WORKERS at Sandwell Council are 
being offered the chance to “buy” extra 
leave in a scheme that could save the 
authority up to £5 milli on in wages.

Prison for driver who caused girlfriend’s death 


A DRIVER who killed his Tipton 
girlfriend when he crashed his 
cousin’s car and then tried to flee 
the scene is starting a four-and-a- 
half year jail sentence. 

James Dunne had consumed 
cocaine, wine, and beers when he lost 
control of the car while doing more 
than 70mph on a 30mph road. 

The crash, which happened in 
Golden Hillock Road, Small Heath, 
Birmingham, killed his girlfriend 
Terri Bowater, aged 20, from Tipton, 
and seriously injured her 35-year-old 


friend Kerry Aldridge, who was 
another passenger. 

A fourth person in the silver Mit¬ 
subishi Evolution car, Dunne’s cousin 
John Dooley, suffered cuts and 
bruises. 

Sentencing 40-year-old Dune at 
Birmingham Crown Court last week, 
Judge Elizabeth Fisher said: “Unhap¬ 
pily, nothing can turn the clock back.” 

Shenaz Muzaffer, prosecuting, said 
on the night of May 14 the two men 
and two women had been to a pub in 
Bickenhill. When they left at about 


11pm and got in the car Dunne started 
putting pressure on Dooley to drive 
faster. When he refused to do this, they 
swapped seats and Dunne drove. 

“Kerry Aldridge asked the defen¬ 
dant to slow down but he refused to do 
so,” said Miss Muzaffer. 

The Mitsubishi went over a humped 
bridge at about 74mph, crashing into 
a concrete bollard and metal railings. 

Dunne, of Shadowbrook Lane, Soli¬ 
hull, initially tried to flee the scene but 
was chased and arrested. 

When he got to the police station he 


was abusive and eventually admitted 
drinking wine and beer as well as 
taking cocaine. 

He pleaded guilty to one count of 
causing death by dangerous driving 
and one count of failing to provide a 
specimen. 

Nigel Stelling, defending, said 
Dunne was truly remorseful and 
pointed out his client’s early guilty 
plea. 

As well as the jail sentence, Dunne 
was banned from driving for five 
years. 


Accountant 
who stole 
more than 
£100,000 is 
facing jail 

AN ACCOUNTANT system¬ 
atically stole more than 
£112,000 in five months from 
the Wednesbury firm where she 
worked, a court heard. 

Karen Stephens, aged 36, took the 
cash from International Tube and 
Fittings at the GWS Industrial 
Estate in Leabrook Road. 

The single mother-of-two last 
week pleaded guilty to eight theft 
offences between September 2006 
and February 2007. Each involved 
between £19,200 and £5,600. 

Stephens claimed that she turned 
to crime after her former partner 
ran up drug debts, Judge Michael 
Dudley told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. No evidence about the case 
was given during the hearing but it 
is understood the delay in bringing 
the prosecution stemmed from the 
defendant spending time out of the 
country. She is believed to have been 
arrested on her return to the UK. 

Baby 

Elizabeth Power, defending, said 
Stephens, now living in Hitchin, 
Hertfordshire, had a five month old 
baby and a 14-year-old daughter 
and asked for sentencing to be 
delayed until after Christmas “so 
she can make preparations for the 
inevitable outcome”. 

The case was adjourned for 
reports until January 6.

Coach firm appeal 
over closure order 


BOSSES at a Smeth¬ 
wick-based bus company 
have launched an appeal 
against an order to shut 
them down. 

Smethwick-based Coach 
Express, trading as Thandi 
Coaches, was fined £4,400 
and banned from operating 
for 12 months earlier this 
month. 

The company was hauled 
before the deputy traffic com¬ 
missioner over services that 
were running early, late, or not 
at all and breaching conditions 
of its licence. 

Boss Mr Amardeep Thandi 
said an appeal had been lodged 
against the ruling and the 
company would be fighting to 
clear its name. 

Mr Thandi said: “We think we 
have been unfairly treated, that 
is all going to be heard in the 
appeal. We want to clear our 
names. 

Jobs 

“These bans are not right, the 
main thing is fighting for our 
name.” 

Around 40 jobs are at risk if 


the company is forced to close. 

Last year bosses at the 
company which is based in 
Alma Street, had been told they 
could only run their daily school 
bus services. However, they 
were hauled before deputy 
traffic commissioner Miles Dor- 
rington after they continued to 
run long distance services in 
breach of the decision. 

Inspectors found that boss 
Mibbo Thandi’s coaches to 
places like Gravesend and 
Langley in Berkshire had only 
turned up on time twice out of 44 
occasions. 

The firm was found to have 
swapped operator discs between 
buses. 

Mr Thandi and his son 
Amardeep were banned from 
acting as transport managers 
for 18 months. 

In his judgment Mr Dorring- 
ton said: “Coach Express was 
found to have failed, without 
reasonable excuse, to have oper¬ 
ated timely local registered 
services, in so far as only 4.55 
per cent of the services moni¬ 
tored were found to be on time.” 

The company will be allowed 
to continue trading until after 
the appeal is heard.

Mr Hunt, aged 49, of Park Road, Lower Gornal, 
was killed in January 2008 when the beam landed 
on him at Arkinstall Galvanizing Ltd in Dudley 
Road West, Tividale - which has since become Ark 
Brothers Ltd. 

Judge Michael Dudley told the court he was 
unable to impose anything more than a nominal fine 
as Ark Brothers Ltd was now a dormant company. 

In September 2008, the directors of Arkinstall 
Galvanizing Ltd changed the name of the company 
to Ark Brothers Ltd. They then sold off the original 
trading name and assets before setting up a new 
company under the Arkinstall Galvanizing Ltd 
name. 

Ark Brothers Ltd was charged with breaching its 
duty of care to employees at work and contravening 
health and safety regulations. Bosses pleaded guilty 
to both charges. 

The court heard that a beam was meant to hook 
onto a flight bar hung from an overhead crane in the 
workshop where Mr Hunt worked. Mr James Puzey, 
prosecuting, said the hooks that lifted the bar had 
become loose. Monthly inspections by an external 
company had repeatedly raised the issue but 
nothing was done, and workers had tried to fix the 
problem by wrapping wire around the hooks. 

An accident log book showed accidents had 
occurred before, he added. 

Failures 

Mr Hunt was manoeuvring the crane from the 
“pickling pool” - an acid bath that cleans the metal 
- across the workshop to be galvanised when one 
hook came loose, and the metal bar swung towards 
him. The hook at the opposite end then broke, and 
the bar fell, crushing him. 

Judge Dudley said: “The failures were quite 
serious. The fact that there had been slips before, 
and the relative ease with which it has now been rec¬ 
tified with the addition of a bolt to secure the hooks 
in place, shows how serious the failings were.” 

The husband and father, who had been married to 
wife Diane for 20 years, died after being taken to 
Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley with neck and back 
injuries. 

Mr Bernard Thorogood, defending, said the 
company had sent its workers on health and safety 
training courses. He admitted: “They should have 
learned from previous accidents.” 

As well as a £1,500 fine, the company was also 
ordered to pay £37,500 costs which will be met by its 
insurers. 


Burglar loses appeal 

A BURGLAR from Oldbury who raided the home 
of a blind man — his mother’s former partner - has 
lost an appeal against his conviction. 

Daniel Myers, aged 28, of Wolverhampton Road, 
was put behind bars indefinitely for public protec¬ 
tion after a jury at Birmingham Crown Court found 
him guilty of aggravated burglary. Myers with an 
unknown accomplice broke into 51-year-old David 
Downey’s home, in Kings Norton, in September 
2008. 

Mr Downey, who lost his sight in an accident 30 
years ago, jumped out of bed after hearing a crash 
and felt the barrels of a sawn-off shotgun being 
pressed into his head by the accomplice. The raiders 
fled empty-handed when Mr Downey recognised 
Myers’ voice from another room. Myers, who had 
only been released from prison weeks before after 
serving a sentence for two aggravated burglaries, 
denied any part in the raid. His lawyers challenged 
the safety of his conviction, arguing the case against 
him was weak because it relied on the “unusual” 
ability of his victim to recognise Myers’voice. But the 
appeal was dismissed by senior judges, after they 
said the victim’s “ears had become his eyes”.

‘True gentleman’ solicitor 


A BLACK Country solicitor, described as a 
“true gentleman”, has died on holiday at the 
age of 81. 

Father-of-seven and grandfather-of-18 Michael 
Arnold died in Thessaloniki in Greece after suffer¬ 
ing a heart attack. Mr Arnold, who was still working 
for his firm Michael Arnold & Company, in Cause¬ 
way Green Road, Oldbury, was on holiday with wife 
Vivienne when he fell ill. He died two weeks later on 
November 2 in hospital, surrounded by his family 
Mr Arnold, of Moat Road, Oldbury grew up in 
West Bromwich. He studied law at Birmingham

“He was still as incisive as he had ever been and 
for the last few weeks had been working harder than 
ever. We went away to Greece to catch some late sun, 
as we had both been feeling rather tired and it was 
on our arrival at the hotel that he suffered a heart 
attack.”

Mr and Mrs Arnold married in Hinckley in Leices¬ 
tershire in 1956. Their eldest son Timothy died in 
2002. They also have 18 grandchildren, aged 
between five and 21. All six of his surviving children 
were with him when he died. 

Mrs Arnold said: “We have had hundreds of letters 
and cards paying tribute to him, all describing his as 
a perfect gentleman. He was quiet and unassuming, 
very erudite and well-read and universally 
respected and loved.” 

Mr Arnold, a former churchwarden at Birming¬ 
ham Cathedral, was a freemason for 54 years. His 
funeral was held at Birmingham Cathedral.

Drunken thug beat man to death in his bed causing 18 rib fractures 

Ex-champion’s killer 
is jailed for six years 


A DRUNKEN thug who beat 
to death a former swimming 
champion in a “severe” and 
“sustained attack” at his West 
Bromwich bedsit has been 
jailed for six years. 

Paul Timmins, aged 28, downed 
10 lagers before attacking 31- 
year-old Lee Chipchase at a house 
in Lodge Road, where both had 
flats. 

The attack happened after Timmins 
came back from a drinking session at 
the Prince Albert pub on the night of 
November 13 and 14 last year. 

Lee was attacked as he lay in bed. 

He was later found to have suffered 
18 rib fractures, a broken breastbone, 
lacerations to the intestine and liver, a 
serious brain injury and a broken bone 
in the neck. Experts said he had been 
hit at least 30 times. 

Timmins was found guilty of 
manslaughter, but not guilty of 
murder at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last month and was last week 
jailed at Birmingham Crown Court. 


He also received an additional six 
month sentence for the assault occa¬ 
sioning actual bodily harm of Sean 
Fletcher, who he attacked at the same 
time. The sentence was ordered to run 
consecutively. 

The court heard he already had a 
string of previous convictions, and was 
jailed for nine months in April 2005 for 
assault occasioning actual bodily 
harm after attacking a man in West 
Bromwich High Street. 

Cider 

Lee Chipchase had a bright future 
as a schoolboy, joining Walsall Swim¬ 
ming Club where he became Stafford¬ 
shire breast stroke junior champion 
He had broken age group records set 
by Walsall’s double Olympic medallist 
and world champion Nick Gillingham. 

However, his life started to fall apart 
after turning his back on the sport at 
the age of 14 and going on to develop a 
taste for cheap, strong cider. 

Lee had not worked for five years as 
drink took over his life. 

The attack happened after T immin s 
spent a night drinking at the Prince 
Albert pub. He had 
drunk 10 pints or cans 
of lager before attack¬ 
ing Lee and Sean 
Fletcher, aged 36. 

Sentencing T immin s 
yesterday, Judge 
Philip Parker QC, said: 
“You carried out a 
severe, sustained 
attack. 

“It was an utterly 
gratuitous attack, 
there was not a hint of 
provocation.”

Dumping

HEARTLESS pet owners who are 
dumping kittens in the Black Country are 
causing a headache for the RSPCA. 

Workers at the animal charity say more and more 
people are abandoning their unwanted pets. 

Owners are dumping them after failing to get 
their cats neutered and then not knowing what to do 
with the resultant litters. 

There were 4,198 reports of abandoned kittens 
between January and September for the west of 
England and Wales, up from 3,361 during the same 
period last year. 

Inspectors are appealing for an end to cat aban¬ 
donments after the “alarming rate” at which cats are 
being found in cat carriers, shoe boxes and even a 
suitcase. 

Seven kittens were found hungry and frightened 
after being left in a cardboard box outside a charity 
shop in Wolverhampton last month. They were left 
in front of a branch of the Cats Protection League 
and only discovered when a member of the public 
heard scratching from the container. Two cats were 
also abandoned in a Wolverhampton car park . 

Dehydrated 

In another act of cruelty, a kitten was found in a 
skip in Oldbury earlier this month, covered in oil and 
badly dehydrated. It was found just before the skip 
was due to be emptied. 

The RSPCA is urging cat owners to have their pets 
neutered or spayed to prevent more unwanted pets. 

Inspector Rebecca Cooper said: “Every year at the 
RSPCA we seem to take in more and more unwanted 
kittens and cats that are pregnant.”

Curfew for man 
who started fire 

A MAN who set fire to a portable building 
while mourning the death of his partner has 
been placed on supervision for 18 months, 
after admitting arson and burglary. 

David Parkes, aged 44, of Orchard Close, Rowley 
Regi,s had burgled the building at Midland Auto 
Sales in Cradley Heath just days before. 

Mr Warren Stanier, prosecuting, said Parkes took 
three mobile telephones and a set of jump leads in 
the raid on the portable building but went back and 
told the owner he was responsible. 

The owner showed pity and did not tell police 
about what happened but Parkes returned again 
and started a fire in the building, which was com¬ 
pletely gutted, causing £3,000 of damage. 

When questioned by police about the blaze Parkes 
told officers he had been drinking most of the day 
before going home to get a can of petrol. 

Mr Ekwal Tiwana, defending, said Parkes, a man 
of previous good character, had suffered badly from 
the death of his partner. 

Judge Nicholas Webb, sitting at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court, told Parkes that starting the fire was 
a “wicked thing to do”. 

Parkes admitted arson and burglary and he was 
further given a six month curfew order between the 
hours of 8pm and 7am.

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet 
member for jobs and economy at 
Sandwell Council, said: “The town 
and that location will benefit from a 
lot of footfall going into there and we 
hope it will attract more people into 
West Bromwich.” 

Confirmed 

Keith Heyes, head of cultural serv¬ 
ices at Sandwell Council, said: “The 
site is confirmed and we have done 
consultation so people are broadly 
happy with the site.

The reconstructed Seven Stars 
Road Bridge, in Oldbury will have its 
20-ton limit removed and signage will 
be removed at the Sandy Gay Bridge 
on West Bromwich’s New Gas Street 
after its demolition.

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Fire breathing ladies 
walk tall to entertain 



BY day Joanna 
Flude and Marie 
Acton hold down very 
ordinary jobs — but in 
their spare time they 
think nothing of 
walking on stilts 
while shooting bursts 
of flames into the air. 

The fire artists perform 
at venues ranging from 
Butlins to birthday parties 
and at weddings and 
events, including enter¬ 
taining crowds before 
matches at Molineux. 

Marie, of West 
Bromwich, is an office 
worker at npower, 

Oldbury, while Joanna 
teaches pilates to Wolver¬ 
hampton University stu¬ 
dents. 

Joanna first got into fire 
breathing after completing 
a dance degree at univer¬ 
sity. 

“I started off as a podium 
dancer in nightclubs 
across Birmingham and 
ended up signing up with 
an agent, who thought that 
fire breathing would be a good thing to 
add to my CV,” says Joanna, aged 27, 
of Harborne, Birmingham. 

“While with the agency I also 
learned to walk on stilts, which takes 
a long while because having the confi¬ 
dence to do it is half the battle. After a 
while people were asking the agency to 
send me to perform at their venues 
and so I decided to set up a business 
myself.” So Joanna started Discover 
Entertainment. With more than 100 
performers nationally, she says 
setting up events for herself and her 
other experts helped ensure she keeps 
fire breathing. 

“Fire breathing does pay well 
because you get at least £100 a night, 


but people need to have a lot of skill 
before they can perform confidently,” 
she says. “At the Wolves matches we 
perform before the game and at half¬ 
time and it is for the families as the 
kids love it. 

Taste 

“I didn’t like doing fire-breathing to 
begin with because you have to put 
paraffin in your mouth. I couldn’t 
stand the greasy toxic taste but the 
reaction of the crowd is so addictive 
you learn to put up with it.” 

Joanna grew up in Stafford. She 
says parents June and Michael love 
watching her shows. “My mum and 
dad are amazed by it but Marie’s 


parents do worry about her safety. 
However, we are trained in health and 
safety and are always aware of the 
dangers — the only accident I have had 
is when a drunken woman pushed me 
off my stilts.” 

Joanna and Marie do a range of fire 
tricks. “With the fire eating people 
don’t think it is real, they believe we 
have water in our mouths to extin¬ 
guish the flame but we rely on the fact 
that fire can’t exist without oxygen,” 
says Joanna. 

“For the body burning we don’t have 
anything on our skin, you just have to 
keep moving the flame to avoid getting 
burned. Being a fire breather can 
mean you get ridiculously hot but I’m 


known for my fire fans so I can disap¬ 
point the crowd.” 

When Marie, who trained with 
Carol Bennett’s School of Performing 
Arts in Walsall, joined Discover Enter¬ 
tainment Joanna taught her how to 
work with fire. 

“When anyone sees you doing fire 
breathing they are just amazed,” says 
Marie, 23, of Sheldon Road, West 
Bromwich. “I used to see it at the 
circus when I was younger and 
thought it looked like a wonderful 
thing to do.” 

Marie says parents Mandy and Ray 
worried about her but sister Emma, 
22, has now started on the stilts and 
breathing fire.

Sarah Cooper, prose¬ 
cuting, said single 
mother Browning had 
become friends with Mrs 
Knott. They had 

attended the same com¬ 
munity events and their 
children had attended 
the same school. 

On January 17, the 
defendant attended Mrs 
Knott’s home and said 
she was suffering with 
liver and lung cancer and 
had between six and 12 
months to live. 

She said she needed 
£1,000 to pay off her 
house in Ashes Road, 
Oldbury. 

Two days later Brown¬ 
ing, aged 47, went with 
Mrs Knott to the building 
society so she could with¬ 
draw the sum. 

The pair were in 
regular contact until 
April but the victim 
began to get suspicious 
when stock controller 
Browning failed to 
return calls. 


“At no point did she 
seem unwell and there 
was no sign of a deterio¬ 
ration in her condition,” 
said Mrs Cooper. 

Mrs Knott, whose two 
parents had died in 2008, 
including her mother 
from cancer, called the 
police after finding out 
the house Browning lived 
in was rented. 

Browning admitted 
one count of fraud by 
false representation. 

Shiva Misra, defend¬ 
ing, pointed out his 
client’s early guilty plea 
and previously clean 
record. 

He said his client had 
asked for the money in 
order to keep up with 
rental payments. 

“This offence has taken 
place for one reason and 
that is financial pres¬ 
sure,” he said. 

Broken 

“She is a broken lady. 
She is thoroughly 
ashamed.” 

But bench chairman 
Ash Rai warned jail was 
a possibility. “This is very 
serious,” he said. 

Browning was bailed 
and she is due to return 
to Warley Magistrates 
Court for sentencing on 
December 7.

LABOUR has taken 
one of the Sandwell’s 
few “safe” Tory seats 
following a by-election 
in the borough. 

Wednesbury North

Mr Hughes, aged 55, a 
father-of-one lives in 
Alder Road in Wednes¬ 
bury and works as a 
housing manager. 

He is well-known in 
the area, particularly as 
President of Wednesbury 
Rugby Club and chair¬ 
man of Governors for 
Wood Green High School. 

He triumphed after 
narrowly missing out on 
a seat in the May elec¬ 
tions. 

Labour now has 58 
seats on Sandwell 
Council, the Conserva¬ 
tives nine and the 
Liberal Democrats four. 
There is also one Inde¬ 
pendent member. 

Council leader Darren 
Cooper said: “The people 
of Wednesbury North 
have sent a very clear 
message that they reject 
the cuts by the coalition 
Government.”

Snapshots of yesteryear 


A TRIP down memory lane 
featuring sausage factories, 
boat trips, family business 
and sports clubs are all fea¬ 
tured in a book charting the 
history of Tipton. 

Snapshots of lives gone by are cap¬ 
tured in Tipton: A Second Edition by 
John Brimble and Keith Hodgkins, 
in dozens of photographs showing 
everyday life in the Sandwell town. 
Among the pictures is a pleasure 


boat cruising up the canal past 
Dudley Port train station in 1962. 

The photograph shows the Water 
Elf II attracting attention of two 
youngsters on its journey. 

Teams 

The long straight section of canal 
between Dudley Port and Albion was 
the last length of the Thomas Telford 
New Main Line canal to be com¬ 
pleted, opening in 1838. The new 
route cut the distance between Birm¬ 
ingham and Wolverhampton down to 



15 miles from the original 1772 line 
of 22-and-a-half miles. 

The chimney stack of the Rat- 
tlechain brickworks can also be seen 
in the background. 

Factories were major employers in 
past years and one renowned for 
employing women was the Royal 
Cambridge sausage makers. A 
luxury for residents in the early 
1900s was a trip to Mills’ shop in Vic¬ 
toria Road, famed for its deluxe ices. 
Pictured in the mid-1980s are Joseph 
Atkins and his fiancee Flora Morris 
who are about to enjoy a spin on his 
Raleigh 2.48 hp motorcycle outside 
the Park Hotel, with the Mills’ shop 
in the background. 

A stalwart of the town has been 
the Tipton Harriers.Now in its cente¬ 
nary year the sports club is still 
going strong and pictured celebrat¬ 
ing success in 1950 are members of 
the cross country team who were 
winners of the Birmingham Cross 
Country League. 

Meanwhile family businesses were 
commonplace and established in the 
town in 1863 was Hall’s butchers in 
Park Lane East.

Garden store is 
intended for use 
as a dwelling, 
says councillor 

A GARDEN store room in West Bromwich is 
being ordered to be pulled down after planners 
found it indued a fitted kitchen and 
wardrobes. 

Sandwell Council has refused retrospective plan¬ 
ning permission applied for by Mota Singh for the 
structure in a Bustleholme Lane back garden. 

Residents have complained that the structure was 
being used as a house. 

After a a visit to the property last week, members 
of the planning committee said there was a fitted 
kitchen and fitted wardrobes inside the store. 

A report to Sandwell planning committee said a 
letter of objection and a petition of six signatures had 
been submitted by residents against the develop¬ 
ment. Objections included concerns of over develop¬ 
ment, loss of privacy and concerns over the use of the 
building, with residents saying it looks like a 
dwelling and has been “plastered with electrics”. 

Planning officer Christina Welzel had recom¬ 
mended the committee approve the scheme but with 
conditions about its use. 

However, planning committee member Councillor 
Roger Horton said: “How many garden stores do you 
know with a fitted wardrobe and a kitchen in it? It 
isn’t going to be a garden store.”

Major revamp 
at traffic island 

SANDWELL Council is carrying out repairs and 
improvements worth £41,000 at Bromford Island, 
following repeated damage to kerbs, grass verges 
and road signs. 

Sandwell Council cabinet member for safer neigh¬ 
bourhoods Councillor Derek Rowley said: “Bromford 
Island is on a major route serving the Black Country, 
including nearby Sandwell and Dudley train 
station. The work carried out not only improves the 
safety of the roundabout for all road users but also 
the look of a gateway to West Bromwich and 
Oldbury.” 

Evergreen 

Work so far includes the council replacing 
damaged kerbs, as well as installing a higher kerb 
and other safety measures to stop vehicles overun- 
ning onto the island. Signs at the island now have 
more energy efficient lighting and have been moved 
back to reduce the risk of vehicles hitting them. 

The council has also removed old shrubs and trees 
and will replace them shortly with 60 new trees and 
a large formal shrub beds containing more than 
2,500 evergreen plants. This should improve the 
look of the island and make maintenance easier and 
cheaper. Work is set to be completed by Christmas.

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Trek to the stars 
with new guides 

W ATCHERS of the heavens will - 
clouds and fog permitting - be 
treated to some exceptional 
sights in the night sky this winter, espe¬ 
cially the early risers. 

There is a total lunar eclipse around dawn on 
December 21 and just before dawn on January 
4 the Quadrantids meteor shower will be at its 
peak, and in a rare two-for-the-price-of-one 
deal from nature, there will be a partial eclipse 
of the rising sun that morning. 

Then on the night of January 4 telescopes and 
binoculars will be aimed towards Jupiter which will 
be very close to the planet Uranus, positioned just to 
the north of it. 

Any youngster or a beginner of any age who 
wishes to learn more about astronomy should check 
out the Haynes Astronomy Manual, The Practi¬ 
cal Guide To The Night Sky (hardback, £19.99) 
by Jane A Green, an outstanding amateur 
astronomer who used to be an officer on cruise ships. 

Her book features a foreword by astronomer and 
star rock guitarist Dr Brian May and an introduc¬ 
tion by Sir Patrick Moore, presenter of BBCTV’s 
long-running The Sky At Night. 

It is a richly illustrated book that will ease the 
beginner into the wonders of the cosmos and how to 
observe and picture them, without ever being patro¬ 
nising. 

The stats are mind-blowing and perhaps best 
summed up by Green when she says there are more 
stars ‘out there’ than all the grains of sands on all the 
beaches on this planet. 

Enterprise 

For those who like to spice up their science fact 
with a lot of exciting science fiction, Haynes have 
also brought their meticulous style to the Star Trek 
universe with the publication of The USS Enter¬ 
prise Owner’s Workshop Manual (hardback, 

£19.99). 

Those familiar with Haynes’ auto manuals will 
know what to expect, except that here is something 
with a bit more poke than a Ford Capri or even a 
Jaguar XJS (both manuals are available), a warp- 
speed intergalactic starship, covering seven incar¬ 
nations of the iconic craft from 2151 onwards. 

The manual features more than 80 new cutaway 
views of the starship plus lots of diagrams and 
details on the key technologies involved. Wonder¬ 
fully detailed and absorbing escapist fun for all 
Trekkies.

Gripping reads for youngsters 


C REATOR of Percy Jackson, 
former teacher Rick Riordan 
returns to Camp Half Blood to 
introduce a new generation of demi¬ 
gods in Heroes of Olympus: The 
Lost Hero (hardback, Puffin, 
£12.99), first in a new spin-off series. 

Dyslexia and ADHD goes with the terri¬ 
tory when you’re a demi-god and the trio of 
Jason, Piper and Leo are proving a hit with 
fans of the Percy Jackson novels, which 
draw upon and update the Greek Myths — 
and now the Roman Gods are getting in on 
the act. Many young readers missing a 
certain boy wizard will find refuge in 
Riordan’s world of myths and monsters. 

Ex-Fast Show comedy actor turned 
Young Bond author Charlie Higson effi¬ 
ciently created zombie horror for a teenage 
audience in The Enemy, the twist being 
that only the over-14s become deranged 
killers and children are their prey. In his 
second book about kids joining forces in a 
bid to survive the zombie plague, The 
Dead (hardback, Puffin, £12.99), 
Higson goes back to the early days of the 
horror to follow a new bunch of survivors. 
It’s gory, scary, fast-paced stuff for kids with 
nerves of steel. 

Criminal mastermind Artemis Fowl is 
turning 15 and becoming a nice guy who 
wants to save the world in Eion Colfer’s 
seventh adventure for the anti-Potter, 
Artemis Fowl and the Atlantis Complex 
(hardback, Puffin, £12.99). Wildly imagina¬ 
tive, with fairies, robots and, again, 
zombies, plus plenty of humour from the 
Irish author. As for Artemis becoming nicer, 
forget it, it’s his multi-personality disorder. 

Neverland meets Narnia meets Lost on 
the magical island of Tamarind, lost in its 
own Bermuda triangle. Readers first 
encountered Tamarind in The Lost Island 
of Tamarind (paperback, Puffin, £6.99) 
when a family were cast away there by a 
storm, the children facing perils to be 
reunited with their parents. Now the chil¬ 
dren must go back to the mystic island to 
save it from the growing danger of the ‘Red 
Coral’ in Bermuda-born author Nadia 
Aguiar’s sequel Secrets of Tamarind 
(paperback, Puffin, £6.99). 

Children will find poetry that they can 
identify with in Michael Rosen’s Big Book 
of Bad Things (paperback, Puffin, 
£7.99). The former Children’s Laureate 
engages youngsters with his verses about 
bullies and other bad things. His poems are 
funny, sometimes poignant and show how 
poetry can be layered with meaning. 

Marcus Sedgwick could well win another 
major children’s book prize with his atmos¬ 



pheric gothic thriller White Crow (hard¬ 
back, Orion, £9.99). A bored city girl in a 
village that’s slowly being reclaimed by the 
sea forges a friendship with an other¬ 
worldly school drop-out. They become 
linked with an 18th Century clergyman 
who witnessed strange experiments into 
life after death conducted by the mysteri¬ 
ous scientist or sorcerer Dr Barrieux. The 
story criss-crosses between three narrators 
but the doomed village of Winterfold is well 
conjured and the story grips. Sedgwick has 
a fine turn of phrase, such as when the elfin 
Ferelith says that the books are dying on 
the shelves of the tatty village library. This 
is probably his best since his vampire 
thriller My Swordhand is Singing. 

Sedgwick also writes for young children 
and his kind of Gormenghast for kids (with 
a hint of Addams Family), the Raven Mys¬ 
teries, continues with the fourth volume 
Vampires And Volts (hardback, Orion, 
£8.99) when you know Halloween is going 
to be extra special at Castle Otherhand. 
That follows Lunatics And Luck (hard¬ 
back, Orion, £7.99), as Edgar the Raven 
discover more dark deeds and spooky 
secrets at Otherhand, including a hairy 
howling school teacher. 

Mermaids, vampire eels, a talking 
bulldog, ghosts and pirates... there are no 
limits to Michelle Lovric’s imagination. In 
her sequel to The Undrowned Child, The 
Mourning Emporium (hardback, 
Orion, £10.99) Teodora - the undrowned 


child — is back with some heroic orphans 
trying to save Venice (again) and a London 
facing peril in the aftermath of Queen Vic¬ 
toria’s death. A wonderful watery fantasy 
with some accurate historical tidbits and 
genuinely creepy bits. 

In John Brindley’s highly original 
thriller Blood Crime (paperback, 
Orion, £6.99) a boy trapped inside his body 
by a coma mentally races around his arter¬ 
ies and organs in a bid to find out who and 
why someone wants him dead. 

Not another teen paranormal romance, 
you may think, but actually Finding Sky 
(paperback, Oxford, £8.99) is better 
than a Twilight clone. Our heroine Sky is an 
English girl, adopted, who has gone to 
America with her parents. On starting at 
high school she catches a glimpse of bad boy 
Zed and from then on she can’t get him out 
of her head... he talks to her in her 
thoughts. 

The prolific Geraldine McCaughrean, 
best known for penning the official Never¬ 
land sequel Peter Pan in Scarlet, returns to 
the young characters first encountered in 
Stop The Train on the prairies of 1890s 
America in Pull Out All The Stops! 
(hardback, Oxford £12.99). This time 
Cissy and Kookie go full steam ahead into a 
new adventure when an epidemic sees 
them sent to stay with their old school 
teacher and her theatre company on a Mis¬ 
souri River showboat. It’s an evocation of an 
era and location probably unfamiliar to 
most children. Maybe it will encourage 
some to explore further by reading Mark 
Twain. In Loving Spirit (paperback, 
Puffin, £5.99) pony story specialist Linda 
Chapman aims for a slightly older audience 
(12 to 14ish) about a lonely orphan girl who, 
newly arrived in England to stay on a farm 
with family who seem like strangers, forms 
a bond with the grey horse Spirit. 

The last few Loriens, the human-like sur¬ 
vivors of an alien planet destroyed by the 
evil Mogadorians, have taken refuge on 
Earth but now their enemy has tracked 
them down and is picking them off, one by 
one. That’s the set-up for I Am Number 
Four (hardback, Razorbill Penguin, 
£12.99) by Pittacus Lore, the pen name for 
the partnership of Jobie Hughes and James 
Frey. The intended fourth victim, John 
Smith, is hiding in plain sight as an Amer¬ 
ican high school student. He has to call 
upon all his extraterrestrial abilities in 
order to protect himself and those he holds 
dear. Efficiently written but with little 
depth, this moves at a fast-pace from action 
scene to action scene and is about to be a 
film produced by Steven Spielberg.

If 
people look over their shoulder as 
they leave the arena they will see the 
crew starting to take the set down 
ready for the next show .. . some of 
them even grab some sleep in ham¬ 
mocks under the stage during the 


two-and-a-quarter hour perform¬ 
ance. 

“This time we have new CGI ani¬ 
mation on the 100ft wide, 25ft high 
screen, and the effects certainly 
have a wow factor. A Martian fighting 
machine lands on stage, it’s 35ft tall 
and weights three tonnes. 

“It scans the audience and audi¬ 
ence members will see themselves 
from the Martians’ perspective and it 
fires a heat ray but we promise not to 
incinerate the first three rows.”

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How Rumer became fact 


The latest singer-songwriter 
sensation Rumer tells LEON 
BURAKOWSKI of her 10-year 
struggle for overnight success 

JUST a couple of years ago Sarah Joyce 
was waiting on tables and washing dishes. 

Now under her stage name Rumer, she sang for 
Elton John, guested for Jools Holland and has hit 
the top five with her debut album, Seasons Of My 
Soul. 

Her mellow voice has been compared with Karen 
Carpenter and the great songwriter Burt Bacharach 
is among her biggest fans. Even former Deputy 
Prime Minister John Prescott has Twittered about 
his love for her lush ballad Slow. 

in the past few weeks she has appeared as Elton 
John’s special guest on his BBC Radio 2 Electric 
Prom with Leon Russell and has been touring big 
venues with Jools Holland and his band. 

But Rumer’s apparent overnight success has 
come after 10 years of struggling to make it in the 
music business. That struggle was partly due to 
record companies not prepared to take a chance on 
anything other than the latest fad, and probably also 
due to Rumer’s insistence on creative control. Or as 
she puts it: “To keep the music pure.” 

“There are so many talented singer/songwriters 
out there who don’t get a chance,” the 31 -year-old 
songstress said, “f the music business had been like 
this in the past we would have had no Kate Bush, no 
Peter Gabriel. 

“I approached every record company before 
signing with Atlantic and many approached me. I 



remember one A&R (artist and repertoire) man said 
to me ‘You’re music is beautiful, it’s spiritual, don’t 
sign with us, we’ll ruin it’. 

“My mother used to tell me to go on The X Factor 
but I wouldn’t do that. It is an entertaining pro¬ 
gramme but it is not about talent, it is about the 
event.” 

So music had to fit in with day jobs which 
included call centres and waitressing, including the 
experience of being slapped in the face by a 
drunken woman customer. 

But things began to turn in her favour when she 
met television composer Steve Brown, best known 
as Alan Partridge’s long-suffering band leader in 


comedian Steve Coogan’s Knowing Me Knowing 
You. His arrangements brought a fuller sound to 
songs that were created on acoustic guitar and in 
Atlantic they finally found a record company that 
would give Rumer her desired autonomy. 

The Pakistan-born songstress, who chose a stage 
name in honour of children’s author Rumer Godden, 
cannot praise the label enough and believes there is 
something in Atlantic’s heritage that makes it pre¬ 
pared to place faith in an artist. 

Its roster of famous names including many of the 
soul greats, including her idol Aretha Franklin 
(Aretha is the title of Rumer’s latest single) and such 
bands as Led Zeppelin and Crosby Stills and Nash. 

In the past few weeks, she has toured with Jools 
Holland, appeared as special guest at Elton John 
and Leon Russell’s Electric Prom on Radio 2, and 
her debut album has gone gold after earning rave 
reviews from the critics. 

Next month she will be coming to Birmingham for 
a concert at the city’s Glee Club (December 13) and 
it is a city she already knows a little about, her 
boyfriend being the nephew of Brum-born singer 
and songwriter Steve Winwood, formerly of The 
Spencer Davis Group. 

She has also won the endorsement of one of the 
songwriting greats, Los Angeles-based Bacharach, 
who has allowed her to record Some Lovers (a new 
song from his proposed Christmas musical The Gift 
of the Magi) to be partnered with a live version of his 
1960s classic Alfie for a double A-side single called 
Rumer Sings Bacharach at Christmas. 

“If what has happened to me can open the door 
for others, I will be delighted,” she said. 

“This is a brand new dawn for me and I feel 
strangely comfortable, that I’m in context now.”

Affordable housing providing a leg-up 


YOUNG couples struggling to save a large enough 
deposit to afford a home of their own, may be better 
off buying a share of the property, it has been 
claimed. 



Young couples and first-time buyers could be helped by 
shared ownership schemes 


Halifax thinks such people should take advan¬ 
tage of shared ownership schemes which allow 
them to move in on a ‘part-buy part-rent’ basis. 

The call comes as a report by the Home 
Builders Federation (HBF) claims that, under 
current limits applied to mortgage advances, 
many hopeful first-time buyers will have to save 
almost half their monthly wage for five years 
before they can get a foot on the housing ladder. 
If the HBF is right, many people could spend 
almost two decades paying the rent - before they 
are eventually able to buy. However, Halifax 
thinks many people can afford to buy much 
earlier by looking into shared ownership. 

Stephen Noakes, Halifax commercial director 
for mortgages, says: “Affordable housing pro¬ 
vides a great leg-up onto the property ladder and 
shouldn’t be overlooked. Many people don’t know 
where to turn to find out about these schemes, or 
wrongly believe that they aren’t eligible, but 
talking to a housing association or a developer is 
a good place to start. 

“When it comes to getting a mortgage, buyers 
can be surprised to hear that they can often 
qualify for a mainstream deal.” 

To rent a two-bedroom home in more expensive 


areas of the country can cost around £700-£750 
per month. 

But Halifax says someone buying a £160,000 
home of that size would require a deposit of 
£18,000 to get a £102,000 mortgage to pay 
£120,000 for a 75 per cent stake of the property. 
On the remaining 25 per cent portion - worth 
£40,000 — the owner continues to pay rent. 

If they do not increase their mortgage at a later 
stage to boost their share of ownership, any 
owner who buys the initial 75 per cent share will 
collect that share of the eventual price when the 
time comes to resell. 

The remaining 25 per cent of the price achieved 
then goes back to the developer or the housing 
association which retained it. 

That’s a total monthly financial outlay of 
slightly more than £740. The amount is in-line 
with the cost of renting, but gives the occupants 
an all-important share in the equity of their 
home.In due course, it is assumed buyers will 
want to buy out the remaining 25 per cent of the 
value of their home when their income has risen 
to the necessary level. 

Alternatively, they must hand back a 25 per 
cent share of the resale price when they move on.

PORSCHE’S Cayman has devel¬ 
oped a firm following among enthu¬ 
siasts, with more than 7,000 sold 
since its UK launch in autumn 
2005. 

The Cayman redefined the concept of 
the mid-engined sports coupe, combin¬ 
ing top chassis dynamics with charac¬ 
teristically sporting levels of 
responsiveness from its flat-six 
engines. 

Now, with the introduction of the Cayman 
R, Porsche has further developed the car by 
reducing weight, increasing horsepower and 
raising agility and handling to new heights. 

The new model will become the third 
version in the Cayman range, joining the 
Cayman and Cayman S. 

Weighing 55kg less than the equivalent 
Cayman S, and boasting the most horse¬ 
power available in a mid-engined Porsche, 
the 330 hp Cayman R has been created for 
one reason: pure, distilled driving dynamics. 

With its highly-tuned sports suspension 
and vigilant attention to weight savings, the 
new Cayman model offers a driving experi¬ 
ence even more precise than that of the 
acclaimed Cayman S model. 

Tracing its lineage back to the famous mid- 
engined 904 coupes of the 1960s, the 
Cayman R was unveiled this week at the Los 
Angeles Auto Show. 

The newest member of the mid-engined 
Cayman family features the efficient 3.4- 
litre, flat six-cylinder Direct Fuel Injection

Concept 

The main objective in the concept and exe¬ 
cution of the Cayman R was to improve the 
already energetic two-seater through a sys¬ 
tematic reduction in weight, thereby 
increasing performance, driving dynamics 
and agility. 

With an unladen weight of 1,295kg 
Porsche engineers were able to achieve a 
power-to-weight ratio of 255hp per tonne, 
and 250 hp per tonne with the PDK. 

The greatest savings have come from the

use of lightweight components and stripping 
back equipment levels to those associated 
with driving performance. 

In addition to the removal of the air condi¬ 
tioning and stereo, the driver-focused 
Cayman R utilises a unique, slightly smaller 
54-litre fuel tank and a sports suspension 
system that lowers the Cayman R by 20mm, 
helping lower the centre of gravity. 

The Cayman R also comes as standard 
with a limited slip differential to optimise 
cornering grip, and lightweight 19-inch alloy 
wheels (first seen on the Boxster Spyder) 
that reduce weight by 5kg. 

Lightweight aluminium door skins from 
the 911 Turbo and GT3, carbon fibre sports 
bucket seats and the distinctive interior door 
panels from the 911 GT3 RS also contribute 
to the weight reduction. 

From the outside, the distinctive Cayman 
Aerokit sports styling - with fixed rear 
spoiler in contrasting colour - sets the 
Cayman R apart, and black-framed halogen

headlights, contrasting side mirrors and dec¬ 
orative “PORSCHE” side-stripes bring 
further differentiation. For customers 
seeking to stand out further from the crowd a 
new option of Peridot metallic paint is avail¬ 
able (as seen in the photos.) 

Invitation 

The Porsche Cayman R goes on sale in the 
UK in February 2011, priced from £51,731 on 
the road. Included in the purchase price is 
the invitation for customers to explore the 
dynamic attributes of their Cayman R and 
develop their own skills behind the wheel, 


courtesy of a Driving Experience Programme 
at the Porsche Experience Centre at Silver- 
stone. 

Historically, special Porsche models with 
optimised sporting performance were identi¬ 
fied by the moniker ‘R’, for Racing. The most 
revered model of this type is the 911 R of 
1967. This specialised, lightweight edition of 
the 911 coupe had a 210 hp flat six engine 
shared with the Carrera 6 sports racer and 
weighed just 830 kg. Just 19 examples were 
built. Most recently, the 911 GT3 ‘R’has been 
built for racing in sports car championships 
around the world.

Award boost as Nissan 
turns over a new Leaf 



Nissan will launch its Leaf as the first ‘affordable electric car’ and it’s already winning awards 


IT MAY NOT yet be on the 
roads, but the Nissan Leaf has 
already received a sought- 
after industry award. 

The UK’s first ‘affordable’ full- 
electric car is already available to 
order but will not hit the roads 
until March 2011. 

In recognition of its ground¬ 
breaking status, leading guide to 
environmentally-friendly cars, 
TheGreenCarWebsite.co.uk has 
named the Leaf this year’s winner 
of‘Green Car of the Year’2010. 

Nissan believes the Leaf is 
special because it is designed first 
and foremost as a proper family 
hatchback, capable of carrying 
five people and their luggage, 
while offering a respectable range 
and performance criteria. 

At £23,990 with a £5,000 gov¬ 
ernment grant, the car is afford¬ 
able too and complies fully with 
EU safety regulations. 


In fact, for most purposes, it’s 
exactly like a conventional car, 
except its running costs will be a 
lot less and it will emit zero 
tailpipe emissions. 

The Leaf offers a top speed of 
90mph and a full charge range of 
up to 100 miles. Its AC motor, 
powered by a lithium ion battery 
pack, delivers 80kW of power and 
280 Nm of torque. 

Startling 

Response from the electric 
motor is almost instant, meaning 
that the Leaf offers startling per¬ 
formance from a standstill. Using 
a DC 50kW quick charger, the 
battery can be charged to up to 80 
per cent of its capacity in under 30 
minutes. Using a domestic 
220/240V system, a full charge 
takes eight hours, perfect for 
overnight recharging. 

Nissan opened its order books 
to UK customers back in Septem¬ 


ber and while the model will be 
delivered to customers in Japan 
and the US by the end of the year, 
UK customers will have to wait 
until early 2011. 

Website editor, Faye Sunder¬ 
land said: “The Leaf has been a 
highly anticipated car, simply 
because, at the moment, there is 
nothing else like it on the market. 
Unlike other electric cars coming 
to the market in 2011, the Leaf 
has been designed from the start 
to be a purely electric-powered 
model and in this sense it is truly 
revolutionary, marking a turning 
point for the car industry. 

“Set to be built in Sunderland 
by 2013, the Leaf represents an 
exciting chance for the UK to play 
an important role in this new all¬ 
electric era by become a leading 
example of how electric cars can 
benefit both the environment and 
the economy through green 
growth.”

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Same old 
story as 
Villa are 
punished 


ROBERT *PIRES arrived at 
Villa dreaming of the Champi¬ 
ons League and adding to his 
silverware collection - but for 
now he might have to revise 
those ambitions. 

A disappointing defeat yester¬ 
day meant Gerard Houllier’s 
team have now won just once in 
their last eight Premier League 
games and it isn’t about to get any 
easier with Arsenal and Liver¬ 
pool up next. 

The previous weekend’s rousing 
performance against Manchester 
United and the arrival of World Cup 
winner Pires created a buzz around 
B6 but the claret and blues were 
brought crashing down to earth at 
Ewood Park on the most disappoint¬ 
ing day of Houllier’s reign to date. 

It isn’t time to hit the panic button 
yet but the Frenchman would be the 
first to admit his team’s results need 
to start improving soon. 

What is particularly frustrating is 
that with a little more ruthlessness at 
each end of the park they could be in 
a far more comfortable position than 
the 13th place they occupied on 
Monday morning. 

Already, they have seen 12 points 
slip away from winning positions this 
season - two against Bolton, Fulham 
and Manchester United and three 
against Stoke and Tottenham. Even 
more irritating for Houllier is the fact 
that once again it was the same traps 
his team were falling into. 

Again they wasted opportunities. 
Again they conceded goals at the 
worst possible time. Again they gave 
away avoidable free-kicks for which 
they were eventually punished. 

This time it was Stephen Warnock 
for a needless foul on El-Hadji Diouf, 
evoking memories of Marc 
Albrighton’s clumsy foul which led to 
Brede Hangeland’s last-ditch 
equaliser at Fulham a fortnight ago. 

The fact this is a young team still 
learning their trade is a mitigating 
factor and as Houllier remarked, they 
must learn from being “too shy” 
against such aggressive opposition. 

In recent weeks against fellow foot¬ 
balling teams like Fulham, Blackpool 
and United they have been allowed to 
play, but on SSunday they had to earn 
that right against a physical Rovers 
team. It was the same in the derby 
against Blues three weeks ago and it 
is no coincidence they struggled in 
that game too. 



On the positive side, Houllier has 
his team playing some fine football 
and some of the intricate moves they 
tried to engineer were a real pleasure 
to watch. 

But there has to be an end product 
and, not for the first time, the cutting 
edge they require was missing on 
Sunday. 

From the soundings Houllier has 
made on the subject of the January 
transfer window, midfield is where 
his priorities lie, however another 
striker must surely also be on his 
agenda. 

What he needs right now is a fit and 
firing Gabby Agbonlahor but the 
striker still looked short on sharp¬ 
ness. 

Again Agbonlahor and teenager 
Nathan Delfouneso look set to have to 
carry the can on their own this 
weekend against Arsenal with 
neither Emile Heskey or John Carew 
expected to be ready to face the 
Gunners. 

Sidelined 

Houllier bemoaned the fact he has 
been unable to name the same side for 
consecutive games after James 
Collins and Albrighton became the 
latest two casualties to join the claret 
and blues’ staggering list of sidelined 
stars. 

Ciaran Clark and Stephen Ireland, 
themselves back after being KO’d the 
previous weekend, were drafted in 
and the former Manchester City mid¬ 
fielder was soon in the thick of the 
action. Making his first start since his 
work ethic was questioned by Houl¬ 
lier, he threaded Stewart Downing 
through from the right channel only 
for the winger to see his low drilled 
effort saved by the excellent Paul 
Robinson with his legs. It was a fine 
chance. 

The contest began at a lively tempo 
with both sides looking a threat going 
forward and Barry Bannan, fresh 
from signing a new three-and-a-half 
year deal , curled a 20-yard shot a 
couple of feet wide of Robinson’s right 
post. 

Robinson was called into action 
again soon afterwards when winger 
Young twisted and turned inside the 
box before rifling a shot towards goal 


which the Rovers keeper did well to 
keep out. 

Rovers, in front of their new 
owners, Asian poultry giants 
Venkateshwara and Balaji Rao, soon 
turned up the heatand in true Sam- 
Allardyce-team fashion began to 
pummel Villa with high balls under 
Brad Friedel’s crossbar. 

Junior Hoilett volleyed one over 
after the ball was only half cleared 
from Morten Gamst Pedersen’s 
corner. 

The Norway star was soon celebrat¬ 
ing, however, when he struck deep 
into first-half injury-time - and, to 
add to Villa’s woes, it was completely 
avoidable. 

Having been involved in a nasty 
collision with El-Hadji Diouf just 
minutes before, Warnock’s frustra¬ 
tions got the better of him when he 
scythed the much-maligned Rovers 
player down wide on Villa’s left. Ped¬ 
ersen stepped up and curled a left¬ 
footed inswinger inside Friedel’s far 
post but the veteran keeper’s posi¬ 
tioning was questionable. 

The timing could not have been 
worse but at least Villa came flying 
out of the blocks in the second period. 

Ashley Young saw one long-range 
effort palmed away by Robinson and 
shortly afterwards he came even 
closer when his header from a fine 
Downing cross cannoned off the cross¬ 
bar. It proved a defining moment as 
before long Rovers had put the game 
to bed with a second. 

Villa’s defending left a lot to be 
desired as they failed to deal with 
another Rovers corner and after 
Marne Biram Diouf s initial shot was 
blocked, Ryan Nelsen’s powerful 
strike was deflected home by Peder¬ 
sen. 

Pires was introduced for Ireland 
with 22 minutes to go but the French¬ 
man had little chance to make an 
impact on proceedings. 

In fact, if anyone looked like scoring 
it was Rovers and ex-Liverpool man 
Diouf, brought to Anfield by Houllier, 
who wasted arguably the best chance 
on 72 minutes when he stole in 
unmarked at the back post only to 
head Michel Salgado’s centre wide. 

Downing saw a pile-driver beaten 
away by Robinson but the ball just 
would not fall for a Villa body, while 
Bannan curled an effort narrowly 
wide of the right post. 

Next up for Villa is a visit from 
Pires’ old Emirates employers - let’s 
hope the lessons have finally been 
learnt.

Albion head for Everton at the weekend in 
search of a fresh start and will be hoping key 
midfielder Chris Brunt, who missed Satur¬ 
day’s clash because of injury suffered playing 
for Northern Ireland in midweek, can recover 
in time. 

“We’re hopeful he might be right for the 
next game,” said Di Matteo. 

“But he’s still a doubt and we’ll have to see 
how this week goes.

IFRoberto Di Matteo and his 
staff didn’t know about the 
Stoke City bogey before, they 
do now. 

A quite baffling defeat left Albion’s 
head coach utterly bemused and 
probably with more cause than any of 
his predecessors who have been the 
victims of Stoke’s freakish grip on 
this fixture. 

His team comprehensively outplayed 
Tony Pulis’ side. They monopolised pos¬ 
session by a whopping 63 per cent to 37; 
they put twice as many shots (8-4) on 
target; a corner count of 8-3 gave another 
indication of the flow of the match. And it 
is difficult to believe Albion have ever 
dealt better with their opponents’ famed 
expertise from throw-ins and set pieces.

Turned 

Two second-half penalties and a stoppage¬ 
time bit of salt-rubbing left wounded Albion 
wondering what on earth they have done to 
upset the footballing gods. 

Since the season turned on them so savagely 
at Blackpool three weeks ago, Di Matteo’s men 
have run into one of those passages which test 
resolve and spirit. 

But having taken one point from their last 
15, Albion’s task now is to make sure they don’t 
start playing like a team which has taken one 
point from 15.

For, believe it or not, the Baggies are still in 
decent working order. They missed the angles 
to their attack that the injured Chris Brunt’s 
exquisite left foot has provided so far. They are 
still waiting for Graham Dorrans to come alive. 
They may have suffered from a subdued James 
Morrison performace on Saturday the midfield 
playmaker never really recovering from a 
heavy first-half fall which seemed to take the 
wind out of his sails. 

But in so many other areas, Albion are 
ticking the same boxes they were when they 
were winning at the Emirates and rattling 
Spurs, Birmingham City and Fulham at The 
Hawthorns before autumn turned to winter. 

In the centre of a Jonas Olsson-deprived 
defence, Pablo Ibanez and Gabriel Tamas dealt 
superbly with the culture clash Stoke’s rudi¬ 
mentary advances proposed. 

Ricardo Fuller, who is normally the symbol 
of the havoc the Potteries side bring to the 
Baggies, can never have been quieter; his new 
partner, Kenwyne Jones, was even more of a 
fringe figure. 

Ahead of their central defenders, Youssouf 
Mulumbu was again in towering form, winning 
and moving the ball on with rapid efficiency. 

Yes, Albion were disappointing out wide, 
where Jerome Thomas and Giles Barnes, 
making his first Premier League start, were 
never able to recreate the menace from which 
Albion have derived so much success this 
season. 

But Stoke spent the bulk of the game in 
retreat although, it must be conceded, estab¬ 
lishing such a formidable line of resistance 
that Albion were short of clear-cut opportuni¬ 
ties. 


So how did Albion manage to lose and by 
such a convincing scoreline? The critical 
moment came in the 55th minute after Albion 
had started the second-half with a fresh vigour, 
only to be jolted by a penalty call against 
keeper Scott Carson after a skirmish of posses¬ 
sion around their area had fallen for Jones to 
break into the clear. 

Arguments about what happened next were 
still raging beyond the final whistle. Repeated 
replays only seemed to confirm that Carson did 
everything right, spreading himself across 
Jones’ line of advance but carefully avoiding 
contact; the striker went looking for the touch 
which his trailing leg found and fell dramati¬ 
cally. 

Referee 

Referee Chris Foy sided with Jones’ appeals 
and, Matthew Etherington having dispatched 
the penalty with precision, Stoke found them¬ 
selves with a barely-deserved lead. 

If Di Matteo’s men didn’t know what was 
coming next, the Hawthorns regulars did. 
Despite the fresh life breathed into the team by 
substitute Somen Tchoyi, who in forcing two 
saves from Asmir Begovic suggested Albion 
have another potentially significant player, the 
fans were too immersed in the nightmare to 
have expected anything other than gloom. 

Thus, 10 minutes from the end, a second 
penalty which Simon Cox conceded as he tried 
to get his body in front of Dean Whitehead - 
let’s just say we’ve seen them not given - 
brought a second penalty this time tucked 
away by Jon Walters. His second goal, 30 
seconds from the end, came against a team 
dispirited by its first collision with the misfor¬ 
tune of this fixture. 

It is to be hoped it is not enough to make Di 
Matteo and his players doubt themselves. 
They are “little things”, says the head coach, to 
change and improve. But they are not far away. 
They just probably wish Stoke was. Far, far 
away. 


TALKING POINT 


REF-JUSTICE: Chris Foy may 
have been the birthday boy but he cer¬ 
tainly spoiled the Baggies’ party. Tony 
Pulis will feel it is justice after the 
rough decisions his Stoke side have 
had this season, but this was another 
Premier League game decided by poor 
refereeing decisions, and that is 
becoming all too common.
